A misconception prevails about 
the location of plants.

Mental hospitals in two of four 
Southern states have nothing to 
do with the use of unlicensed 
drugs in the treatment of mental 
patients, their directors told The 
Atlanta Constitution Friday. 


Neither does the world-famed 
Menninger Foundation at Topeka, 
Kan. They feel they don’t have 
anyone qualified enough to use 
them. 


And the two Southern states 
that do use the unlicensed drugs 
have tight controls over the pro- 
gram, something that Georgia 
doesn’t have. 


DOCTORS DEFEND USE 


A committee of physicians from 
the Fulton County Medical So- 
ciety Friday defended the admin- 
istering of unlicensed drugs to 
mental patients at Milledgeville 
State Hospital without the know!l- 
edge or consent of the patients or 
their relatives. 


The society on Thursday night 
adopted a resolution disapproving 
a news article in Thursday’s Con- 
stitution dealing with the manner 
in which such drugs are admin- 
e. 


Dr. O. S. Hauk, head of the 
Tennessee Department of Mental 
Health, said, ‘“‘We feel we are 
not primarily a research institu- 
tion nor are we set up for it. I 
do not want to take the respons- 
ibility for a drug I know noth- 
ing about. It might cost someone 
their life.” ' 


DRUG TESTS 


Dr. Hauk was discussing drugs 
that are produced sy pharma- 
ceutical firms, tested for toxicity 
on animals and paid ‘‘volunteers’”’ 
and then sent to public institu- 
tions and private doctors to see 
if they will bring the effects their 
manufacturers believe they will. 
All drugs must undergo this 
process before approval by the 
Federal: Drug Administration. 


“We use only drugs that you 
can buy at any drugstore,’”’ Dr. 
Hauk said.

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Milledgeville Hospital Stands as Rebuke 


To Politicians, Physicians and Public 


The Atlanta Constitution has great 
admiration for the medical profession and 
for most of its individual practitioners. 
We appreciate fully their truly splendid 
contributions to human welfare. 

We do hold very strongly, however, 
the conviction that no profession is s0 
sacrosanct as to be above critical ap- 
praisal in fields which affect our whole 
society. We, therefore, reject as unwar- 
ranted the protest by the Fulton County 
Medical Society. against publication of 
an article in Thursday’s Constitution 
about certain practices at Milledgeville 
State Hospital which had been called to 
our attention. 

In the first place, this newspaper did 
not initiate the specific criticisms of use 
of unapproved drugs on certain patients, 
in some instances without consent of pa- 
tients or their families. We merely re- 
ported them as given us by doctors them- 
selves. 

Nor are we opposed to basic or applied 
research in any form. What we do oppose 
and have opposed for years is the slipshod 
administration which this and other inci- 
dents prove. 

We realize, too, that many members 
of the staff at Milledgeville are dedicat- 
ed men and women, some of whom serve 
at considerable sacrifice. And considering 
the magnitude of the problem, these men 
and women no doubt do the best they can. 
It’s the institution, not its personnel, 
wherein lies the basic fault. 

x * * 

We suggest that the Fulton County 
Medical Society, like all of us, is speak- 
ing from a guilty conscience, None of 
us has been too concerned about what is 
perhaps our greatest single health prob- 
lem, one that grows and grows. 

We suggest to the’ Fulton County 
Medical Society and to the Medical Assn. 
of Georgia that they have a responsibil- 
ity to provide some leadership in the 
field of mental health. It is not a problem 
which can be left solely to the politicians.

We suggest to the Fulton County Med- 
ical Society that it provide some leader- 
ship, too, in the problem on its immedi- 
ate doorstep. No city or town in the state 
has a greater one than does Atlanta. Few 
cities of comparable size in the nation 
pay less attention to it. To be mentally 
ill here is to remain so in most cases 
except for that inevitable sentence to 
Milledgeville. 

Why, for instance, can't something be 
done to staff and to open Grady Hospital's 
psychiatric ward? 

* * * 

Let’s be realistic, Mental illness is both 
a health and a welfare problem, But there 
must be a distinction somewhere between 
the ill and those cases in which the state 
plays a purely custodial role. The institu- 
tion at Milledgeville, with its thousands 


of patients, is primarily custodial. It is 


fantastically expensive and yet the case 
load increases with only a small percent- 
age ever released ag cured, 

The Georgia Assn. of Mental Health 
knows the problem, The medical socie- 
ties know it, too, Legislative commit- 
tees have made recommendations which 
would correct part of it. The most im- 
portant of these—to recognize mental ill- 
ness as a health problem by having the 
health department supervise care and 
treatment of the mentally ill—thus far 
has ‘been ignored. — 

So we still send our unfortunates to 
Milledgeville, locking them behind doors 
in an unsavory human warehouse away 
from medical centers and away from life 
itself. Surely we can afford the money 
necessary to rescue thousands now con- 
demned to hopeless confinement, decay 
and death! 

The so-called Milledgeville hospital is 
a rebuke to us all. Our treatment of the 
mentally ill is a growing scar on. the 
consciences of every citizen, every physi- 
cian and every politician in this state.

“We feel that the toxicity of 
the drugs already has been prov- 
en and already has been safe- 
guarded,” Dr. Hall said. “And 
the patientS health may be at

However, South Carolina hal a 
drug committee of five persons 
who decide on what “investiga- 
tive” drugs will be used and how. 
Dr. Hall said his department has 
received only $4,000 for drug 
firms for the research program.

In Georgia, the Milledgeville 
research program is controlled 
by one man, Dr. Zeb L. Burrell 
Jr.,.whe received a total.of $30,- 
000 from six drug firms.

ADMITS TAKING INSTRUMENTS 


Dr. Gibson acknowledged that 
he had taken surgical instruments 


‘from the state hospital operating 


room to private hospitals for op- 
erations. He said that on occa- 
sions he had taken state hospital 
nurses with him, but that he had 
not done this in ‘“‘many years.” 


The surgeon said he averages 
a trip to a private hospital only 
about “once every two weeks.” 


He said no patients had been 
neglected at the state hospital 
and there had been no undue de- 
lays of any operations. 


NOT NEEDED 


Dr. Gibson said he takes sur- 
gical instruments from the state 
institution to the private hospitals 


and would rather use them for 
operations. 


About the report that he had 
some of the instruments at a 
private institution when they were 
needed at the state hospital, Dr. 
Gibson declared: ‘“‘No such thing 
has ever happened.” 


Dr. Phinizy’s charges of neglect 
were contained in a letter to 
representative Philip Chandler of 
Milledgeville, who has called far 
a thorough legislative investiga- 
tion of the state hospital. 


TREATMENTS DEFERRED 


The doctor wrote that in Janu- 
ary 1958, a patient was ‘‘suffer- 
ing from servere thrombosis, bleed- 
ing.” Treatment was deferred to 
a later date, Phinizy said, but the 
patient was never called for sur- 
gery. He said the man finally 
underwent an operation in August 
1958 . 


In another case, Dr. Phinizy 
wrote, a patient referred for treat- 
ment in January 1958, was “‘suf- 
fering from a cancer on face and 
large birthmark on shoulder. The 
latter seemed to be cancerous. 
Treatment was deferred and he 
was to be called for surgery at a 
later date. He was not calléd. He 
was referred again October 6, 
1958 and still again October 22, 
1958." 


Dr. Phinizy wrote that. “‘skin 
grafts were necessary’ when the 
cancer patient finally underwent 
surgery in February 1959. 


Dr. Phinizy also wrote Chandler 
that “‘ten patients on my service 
are waiting for elective surgery. 
Conditions are hemorrhoids 
(piles), hernia and himosis.”’

Priceless antiques and treas- 
ured heirlooms have been com- 
bined to create .several deco- 
rative sections at McElreath 
Hall, the home of the Atlanta 
Historical Society on Peachtree 
road. 


The beautiful Georgian-type 
home, formerly the residence of 
the late Dr. and Mrs. Willis 
Jones, was one of the many de- 
signed by the late Neal Reid, of 
Atlanta, considered one of the 
outstanding architects of the 
South, - 


It has been the home of the 
Atlanta Historical Society since 
1946. In addition to its rooms, 
and hallways, which are filled 
with pictures, furniture, relics 
and thousands of other things 
linked with Atlanta’s childhood, 
there are three rooms which 
are furnished with excellent 
taste from ‘“‘contributions.”” The 
rooms have been tendered, 
cared for and planned by Mrs. 
P. Thornton Marye, who made 
the selections, 


The massive  birch-paneled 
drawing room on the first floor 
is destined to be the Oglethorpe 
Room. 


OGLETHORPE PORTRAIT 


“We hope to have a portrait 
of Lady Oglethorpe to hang 
there over the fireplace,” said 
Col. Allen P. Julian, the society 
director. 


Many of the items in this 
room, chairs, two commodes 
and the wool-embroidered linen 
draperies were the original fur- 
nishings of the Joneses. 


Several pieces of silver bear 
comment. On a mahogany table 
given by Mr. and Mrs. Bockover 
Toy in memory of Mrs. William 
Bailey Lamar, there is a large 
silver soup tureen given in mem- 
ory of Miss Jessie Muse by her 
former pupils. Miss Muse was 
principal of Girls High School 
from 1912 to 1933. Flanking ei- 
ther side are the silver cande- 
labra given by friends in mem- 
ory of another Girls High School 
principal, Miss Lamar Jeter.
